Security authorities have arrest- 

ed 66 persons in Judea and Samaria 
‘suspected ‘of belonging to terrorist 
organizations. Some are suspected 
of acts of terroriam but many are 
believed to be youngsters accused 
of provoking violent demonstrations 
by high school children in recent 
months. . 

The arrests, made over the past 
few days, were announced last night 
by the Army spokesman. 

Those arrested belonged to eight 
separate cells—four with affiliation 
to Fatah, three ron by the Demo- 
cratic Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine under the leader- 
ship of Naef Hawatmeh, and one 
belonging to the General Command 
under Ahmed Jabril. 

One of the Fatah cells was un- 
covered following the investigation 
into an explosion in Hebron on 


December 4, in which three men 
were killed. The security authorities 
amy convinced that: Chey. were ΚΠΙρα 
wi preparing: an explosive charge.

A group of Arab blind sang in 
Hebrew “Yerushalayim Shel Zahav" 
and “Heveinu Shalom Aleichem.” 
They had been practising for 
months under the tutelage of a 
nun at St. Vincent de Paul con-~ 
vent, The Arabs were joined spon- 
taneously ‘by Jewish blind in the 
audience. a 

The clubhouse, built by the Jeru~ 
salem Foundation, is located in a 
six-dunam park for the blind be- 
‘tween Rehov Bin Rogel and Rehov

Ahimaiz. In one section, an aro- 
matic garden has been created by 
the Hebrew University Botanical 
Department. The plantings here 
are perennials chosen for their 
aroma. These incinde rosemary, 
wormwood and golden ᾿ Jerusalem 
sage which, despite its name, ema- 
natey from the high mountain area 
of central Sinai. Braille signs (in 
Arabic, Hebrew and English) will 
Identify the plants for the blind, 
who will be encouraged’-to touch 
them. 

The foundation, has also built a

A similar attempt to provide a 
sensation in sound is a wind harp 
— ἃ perforated metal object hung 
with small bells — set up above 
the entrance to the park. 


The observation platform atop 
the clubhouse is provided with αὶ 
Braille map on which the blind can 
read with their fingers the view. of 
Mount Zion, the Hinnom Valley 
and the Mount of Olives spread 
out before them. ᾿ 


The clubhouse will. provide facili- 
ties for social, sports and cultural 
activities including music lessons, 
gymnastics, chess and lectures. 
The blind will be brought by bus 
or taxi in groups, but individuals

TEL ‘AVIV. — A range of Wizo ac- 
tivities which extends from the 
cradle to the grave will be discussed 
by almost 1,000-women from the 50

spectrum, conference delegates will 
discuss plans to open day-care cen- 
tres for the children of nurses at all 
Israel's hospitals and to build an old 
age home for members (Beit 
Hehavera). . 

In addition to these new activities, 
Wizo will have to make decisions 
about continuing its current work, 
due to economic difficulties both 
here and in the countries. where the 
overseas federations raise money to 
support the organization's Israel 
work. The number of children in 
Wizo's day care centres has doubled 
since the last World Conference in 
1970 (there are now about 9,000 in 164 
centres) but there are serious 
questions about whether this level of 
expansion can continue due to the 
high cost. There may have to be 

in Wizo’s agricultural and 
vocational high schools. - : 

Raya Jaglom, president of World 
Wizo, said she would like to come to 
the conference with a proposal to 
build 50 new youth clubs but she is 
afraid there will be no money for 
such a project.

He is expected to accuse certain 
State Department Arabists with dis- 
obeying presidential directives 
regarding U.S. policy toward the 
new Jewish State. 
Last month, the State Department 
released its previously top secret 
documents on this sensitive. issue. 
Those documents showed that Clif- 
- ford, along with others, successfully 
played an important role in urging 
Truman to recognize Iarael. 
Sources here said that Clifford will 
make the point during his 
that Truman rejected the State 
Department's advice because of his 
concern for the Jewish people.

The essence of Buddhism is that 
life Is full of suffering caused 
primarily by desire and greed and 
that the only way to end this suffer- 
ing is to risc above desire and to 
achieve enlightenment which breaks 
the chain of continual birth and 
death and rebirth into a world of suf- 
fering. Duchance is no monk, nor 
docs he recommend that everyone 
become one; he would like to find a 
“golden mean" for all. It is only the 
trappings of Buddhism that have 
survived in most countries, in- 
cluding his own, he says. One’s main 
concern, he thinks, should be with 
living a life of modesty, with a heart 
full of love and consideration for 
others. 

He does, however, acknowledge 


that 2,000 years of Buddhist tradition 


have made the Thai people extraor- 
dinarily patient with their lot. This, 
coupled with the comparative abun- 
dance of fish and rice and

vegetables, even among the poor. 
some of whom still sell their children 
into prostitution, have produced a 
smiling contentment among the 
Theis of the countryside that 
Duchanee finds quite lacking here. 
He spoke of a kibbutz he visited, 
“where everyone had all the 
material comforts and food he need- 
ed, but everyone was discontented.” 

The average Thai lives 
fatalistically from day to day and is 
too involved with his day-to-day ex- 
istence to care much about politics, 
he says, when I commented on the 
recent Bangkok student riots. He 
says he came expecting to find 
Arabs and Jews at each other's 
throats. Instead he found Arabs in 
the Old City too involved with their 
day-to-day existence to know who 
Teddy Kollek or Yitzhak Rabin 
were. He seemed disbelieving when I 
said they were probably exceptions. 

Duchanee is both sceptical af 
‘Western technological societies and 
scornful of the Communist solution. 
But he sees the lush green of 
Thailand menaced by growing pollu- 
tion. He also thinks that machine- 
age people are too soft. ‘Israeli 
handshakes are soft, the hands of 
people who rely on machines and eat 
the wrong food."" Duchanee keeps his 
artistic hands hard by breaking 


contentment 
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blocks of wood with them during 
karate lessons. He sees karate as 
another form of Buddhist self- 
discipline and has spent time in a 
Zen monastery in Kyoto. 

The artist is an inveterate 
traveller, partly thanks to the fact 
that his wife, who is here with him, is 
an air hostess. He got most of his 
training — in technique only. he 
emphasizes — in Amsterdam and 
has spent about six years in Europe. 
In his own country there are πὸ 
museumsand no art galleries, yet he 
lives “more than comfortably” from 
the sale of his work and is nationally 
famous. Most of his clients are in- 
tellectuals (‘usually not rich") and 
members of the large foreign com- 
munity of Bangkok. Neither group, 
one presumes, is likely to heed his 
Buddhist message. But they pay 
$1500 each for his drawings. 

Duchanee's strongest impression 
here has been of the rocky barreness 
of the Jerusalem hills, the very an- 
tithesis of the landscape of his own 
country. He wil) make some 
drawings of rocks, but ‘‘not for 
literal landscapes; I'll try to distill 
something.” He will also go as often 
as possible to the show at the Israel 
Museum, to talk to any visitor who ia 
interested in learning about Thai art, 


past and present.

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THE LEADERSHIP STAKES 


THE CONTEST is on for the leadership of the Labour Party 
— and thus, that party assumes, the next premiership. 

In a-formal sense it was started a while ago by former 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban and it could end with the choice 
of a “dark horse” such as Justice Minister Haim Zadok. But for 
all intents and purposes it has begun‘only now with the 
challenge just flung by Defence Minister Shimon Peres to 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, and it is between these two 


The possibility of Mr. Peres putting forward his candidacy 
has been mentioned for several months now. Indeed, there is 
reason to believe that.Mr. Rabin's show of forceful initiative 
in bringing on the cabinet crisis was devised, in part, with 
Mr. Peres in mind. -But it has only caused the Defence Minister 
to declare his intentions earlier than originally planned. 

Mr. Rabin has not concealed his opinion that such a chal- 
lenge by a member of his own team is not. only unseemly 
but illegitimate, and that it remains so even though Mr. Peres 
is by law no longer able to vacate his cabinet seat even if 
he wanted to. Mr. Rabin appears to favour a two-term 
mandate for the party's nominee as Prime Minister, opening 
the field up for only the third term. This would effectively 


Mr. Peres takes a different view. In his book it is not only 
quite permissible, but highly desirable, for the party to change 
its top guard every four years, with the general elections. 
This would, appropriately enough, make the Defence Minister 
the party’s natural choice for Prime-Minister at this time — 
although Mr. Rabin's cabinet, having started late and finished 
early, would only have lasted some three years. 

Neither position, however, has any warrant in constitutional 
custom or in political principle, and is merely an embellished 
restatement of personal interest. The Labour Party is properly 
governed in the nomination, or re-nomination, of its emissaries 
in the government only by its own assessment of their qualities 
of leadership, proven or expected. 

That is the real issue in the present party contest. Clearly 
Mr. Peres would not have mounted his challenge to Mr. Rabin, 
had he not been persuaded that his chances were at least 
fairly even; or, in any case, that his support would be so - 

: solid as to make him politically invulnerable to any act of 
reprisal. His decision, therefore, reflects not differences on 
policy, although these exist, but rather what he takes to be 
a widespread party view of the Rabin leaderghip. 

He need not be very much mistaken. Mr. Rabin's Labour 

. cabinet team has lately come under withering fire from party 
members —-and much of the criticism was obliquely aimed 
at his own lacklustre performance..as captain of that often 
infirm and insipid team. Mr. Rabin may rightly place some of 
the blame for this on Mr. Peres himself, whose conduct has 
not uniformly been a model of loyalty to the chief. But it is 
equally true that the Prime Minister, for his pari, has not 
always given the Minister of Defence. the backing which he, 


Wherever the fault lies, the fact remains that Mr. Rabin 
has failed in the two-and-a-half years of his incumbency to 
establish his pre-eminence over his erstwhile rival sufficiently 


.The present contest thus became unavoidable. What the 
Labour Party can do, however, is see to it that the debate is . 
conducted in a civil manner and in

is often greatly out of proportion to 
the actual presence of that disease” 
without stating why this is so. As ἃ 
former member of the Secretariat of 
the World Health ation and- 
currently a member of its Expert 
Panel on Diseases Transmissible 
from Animal to Man, I can state that 
this fs not simply “panic,” but a 
world-wide recognition of the fact 
that, until today, rabies remains es- 
sentially an incurable disease once 
signs appear, with terrible and pain- 
ful symptoms. Thug, ev: here the 
reaction of responsible public health 
authorities has been to over-treat 
and to over-react to prevent the 
appearance of this incurable wound 
in man and the explosion of animal 

| cases in the community. 
1 Although human beings given 
adequate treatment immediately 
; afterexposure are generally blocked 
1 from developing the disease, it must 
1 be remembered that with rabies 
| treatment, one is engaged in 8 race 
; against time and one is sometimes 

too late and loses the race. 

While the disease exists in most 
+ parts of the world in various wildlife 
species as well as in domestic

2. Flush the wound immediately 
with large volumes of soap and 
water — the more water the better. 

3. Seek medical help. 

Fortunately most communities in 
Isracti have community 
veterinarians trained and «bic to 
give the unecessary advice Kean their 
authorities and citizens. I 
strongly urge the health ‘authorities 
and dog owners to heed their advice 
and to be less concerned with the 
question of over-reaction today than 
have to say, ‘I"m sorry" to the 
bereaved families tomorrow.

THE NEAREST to a modern Tower 
of Babel seems to be the Tower of 
Berlaymont in Brussels. 

‘The 13 storey glass and steel tower 
bullt on the site of an old convent is 
the headquarters of the European 
Commission, the men who run the 
European Economic Commuuity. At 
the beginning, when the Community 
consisted of the original “Six,” the 
Commission made do with four 
working languages — Dutch, 
French, German and Italian. 

When in 1973 the “Six'’ became the 
“Nine,” with the entry of Britain, 
Denmark and Ireland, two more 
languages were added — 
and Danish. (The Irish, not all of 
whom speak Erase, agreed to use 
English.) Today, two out of every 
five members of Berlaymont's 7,848 
strong staff are employed in transle- 
tion, interpretation and allied work.

By 12,15 p.m. we were pushed 
through the gates. The damage 
was slight, only a few broken 
bones and mild concussion. 

The Y.M.C.A. stadium has two

As soon as we were inslde the 
ground, my friends made a dash 
for the Betar stand, and, much to 
my dismay, I was caught in the 
crowd, and had to follow them, 
willy-nilly. So I found myself in 
“enemy territory.'' The best thing 
to do, I thought, was to keep my 
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opinions ἐσ myself, to shut up and 
not to mention the word 
“Hapoel. These Betar fata are 
fanatics, who express their views 
forcibly and effectively. 

Ag we sat down, a match 
between the Betar youth team and 
Hapoe} Holon's youth team was in 
progress. Betar won three-nil. 
This victory added to the carnival 
atmosphere of the derby. At two 
o'clock, the national league teams 
came on to the fleld. Betar were in 
yellow and green colours, while 
Hapoel were wearing their 
traditional red and black.

This brought some more 
derogatory comments from the 
crowd, and, I am sorry to gay, it 
wasn't only Otman's playing 
techniques that the crowd were 
commenting on, ? : 

There were no goals scored in 
the first half. Even though the ' 
play was exciting, it wasn't of the 
highest standard. Whenever 
Betar produced a good move, 
their fans started comparing their 
idols with teams in the Bnglish’ 
first division.

the success of Godiva. He had no 
hesitation in clalming that there is 
a difference between Godiva and 
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all other chocolate companies in 
the world. The difference lies in 
the 
the 
flavourings, which are all natural. 
The eccentric shapes also prove 


the ingredients they use, 
chocolate mixture, and 


attractive to the buyer. ὃ 
Godiva is very much a self- 


sufficient company. It deals with 


every aspect of its products in- 
eluding the making of the 


wrapping-paper and boxes, When 


you understand that moat of the 
wrappings are composed of silk 


and velvet, you will realise that 


this isn’t just another choosolate 
factory. 

“Quality and originality at all 
stages of our product are what we 
provide gays Mr. van Crom: 


brugge. '‘While we go in for this 
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attractive packaging, we don't 
want people to judge our 
chocolates solely by the outer 
appearance, When they have 
hought one box, we want them to 
be so satisfled that they will go on 
buying our products in the 
future," 

Godiva specialises in Hqueurs, 
which, along with the other 
chocolates, are produced in two 
factories, one in Belgium and the. 
other in the U.S.A. The alcoliolic 
content of American chocolates 
must not exceed a certain percen- 
tage, lower than that allowed in 
European countries. Apart from

the difference in alcohol content, 
the products of both factories are 
identical. 


After our discussion I was 
shown over the factory's gallery 
by Mr. van Crombrugge. This can. 
be described :as a chocolate 
museum, with products on display 
in show-cases. The display is quite 
breathtaking, and, 12 the oppor- 
tunity arises for anyone with a 
sweet tooth to visit the gallery, I 
would strongly advise them to 
refrain from doing so, as the 
temptation to break into the show- 
cases may be too great for them. 
Unfortunately for such thieving 
gourmets, in any case, the 
chocolates In the show-cases are 
really fakes, 


THE FIRST show-case contains 
marzipan chocolate in the shapes 
of fruit and vegetables. The se- 


cond case displays the different 
kinds of wrappings used; this was 
a very colourful display indeed. 

One of Godiva's specialities is 
whiskey truffles. These are 
shaped like corks and are 
packed into real Scotch whisky 
bottles specially imported from 
Scotland. At the factory they cut 
off the bottoms of the bottles and 
fill them with the truffles. The 
same thing is done with cham- 
pagne hottles imported from 
France. 

The other show-cazes, about 20 
in all, include more of the unusual 
products made by Godiva, like the 
golf balls and rifle cartridges. 


On leaving the factory, the only 
question left in my mind was why 
the factory building itself wasn't 
made of chocolate. This seemed to 
me to be the only flaw in a great 
institution. 0

serve kida who wanted a religious 
upbringing, but-it did not reject 
those who were not religious, 
Following the precepts of the 
Lubavitch Hasaidim, the aim was 
to. bring all Jews closer to 
Judaiam. It wasn't a large school: 
it had no more than 175 atudents. 
We averaged 14-16 pupils in each 
of the 12 grades. : 

When I was in the 6th grade, my 
family spent the Succot vacation 
in Israel, At the time I had two 
sisters learning in a B'nai Akiva 
Ulpan, and they urged my 
brothers and me to look at some of 
the B'nei Akiva yeshivot. 

I vividly remember how im- 
pressed I was when I first saw the 
lunch room, at the B'nel Akiva 
Yeshiva “Netiv Meir," which now 
serves 500 students. ‘Wow, they 
actually get hot lunches in a 
yeshiva!" IT was not aware of the 
fact that the government sub- 
sidizes yeshivot in thia country, 
nor that the schools are complete- 
ly filled by Jews. I went back to 
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the U.S.A. 

Life went on. I can recall my Mfe 
in the 7th and 8th grades as if it 
were yesterday. 

Al 7:00 I'd ride to school on my 
bicycle, and be there wearing 
“Tefillin" by 7:30. One of us boys 
(the boys and girls learned 
separately from the 7th grade on), 
would then lead the morning 
prayers, After “Shacharit’ came 
the recital of Psaima, followed by. 
breakfast (cercal and milk, 
bought at school). 

The morning lessons consisted 
of Hebrew studies for the boyaand 


A different view 


To the Editor of Kaileidoxcope 

Sir,—My sister and I had the op- 
portunity to be students in North 
Bethesda High School in the years 
1974-1975, and we studied in the 7th 
and 8th grades respectively. We 
are Israelis who live in Rehovot 
and we spent a year inthe U.S. 

1) We found it very boring to 
have seven subjects only and to 
have them every day in the same 
order during the whole year. 

2) We thought {t was a pity that 
we had to study those seven sub- 
jects in seven different classes 
with completely different 
students, so that it was difficult to 
establish close relationships. 

8) We thought that the 
American honour system, which 
forbids cheating, makes children 
behave in a very unfriendly way 
— to put it mildly. We have a story 
of a girl who was copying from a 
note during a test (she was from a 
foreign country) and two boys 
went up to the teacher and 
denounced her. This system leads 
to a pronounced lack of group soll- 
darity amongst the students and 
to exaggerated competition. We 
do not approve of cheating but it 158 
not the duty of one student to tell 
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on another. 

4) As to the scholastic level of 
the subjects taught, some of the 
teaching was on a reasonably high 
level, but, for example, the matter 
taught under the name “Science” 
‘had very little to do with real 
science, and the level was rather 
low. The foreign languages 
courses procecded at a very slow 
pace. In general} , It wag extreme- 
ly easy, even for foreign students 
like us, to achieve high marks in 
all subjects, and to get on the 
Honour Roll. 

There are certainly positive 
‘aides to the American educational 
system. It allows more in- 
dependence and initiative in learn- 
ing. The schools are much better 
equipped with better educational 
aids than are used in the Jaraeli 
schools, but this is due to the 
difference In the economic posi- 
tion of the two countries. It is evi- 
dent that a general comparison 
between the two systems — the 
Israeli and the American — is not 
altogether as favourable to the 
American one as Karen believes.

There was 
the huge lunch room, but new 
school] buildings and dormitories 
had sprung up. They looked better 
than the yeshivot I had been to in 
New York. As] entered my dorm, 
Tamelied fresh paint. I felt happy 
to be In Israel, but it was hard not 
to know anybody. ᾿ 

Luckily, one of my three room- 
mates was an American-turned- 
Israeli. Communications with the 
other two room-mates was possl- 
ble only through translation. 

It took me some time to get ad- 
jJusted to the new culture, but even 
though I've already adapted, 
there are many things 1 still don't 
understand. For instanee, In 
America, Bible studies are taught 
by the Rabbi who teaches you 
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“Gemara," ‘'Halochot,'’’ and 
“Hebrew,"' which gives the Bible 
studies a degree of Importance far 
above that of the secular subjecta. 
Here Bible and Talmud studies 
are just some of the numeroua

Never in my life have 1 studied 
80 many subjects fn one year.
